GIVEN AN OVATION. 


William J. Bryan was given an ova- 


tion when he entered the hall; just 
prior to the afternoon session of the 
convention. 
He was half way down 


the aisle when he was first recognized. 
There came a terrific yell from a group 
of delegates in the rear of the hall and 
instantly it was caught up by 
the 


crowd and the cheers rolled up in a 
roar. 
Mr. Bryan passed slowly down 


the aisle, picking his way through the 
delegates, who were massed in 
the 


aisles. 


He paid no attention at first to the 


dc-mor.stra.tion, but quietly sought his 
seat. 


The galleries joined In the cheering, 


hundreds of the crawd standing up in 
iheir chairs 
and 
waving 
hats and 


handkerchiefs frantically. 


The band struck up and the friends 


if Mr. Bryan, believing this to be an 
effort to smother their shouts, yelled 
louder than before. 


A man climbed to

table and began to wave his arms up

of him and grabbing the enthusiast by 
the trousers, hauled him down. 


A wild frenzy of yells followed the

unable to have its report ready for the 
convention. 


The order maintained :n the conven- 


tion hall today was greatly improved 
over yesterday, although the proceed- 
ngs were heard with difficulty. 
The 


first business was the presentation and 
adoption of the report from the com- 
mittee on rules. The question of rep- 
resentation of the insular possessions 
of the United States on the floor of the 
convention precipitated the first contest 
in the recent convention at Chicago, 
and that incident was duplicated this 
morning-.

000. 


A few days ago 300 tons of fruit

There was stored also considerable 


other dried fruit. 


The fire was the most serious since 


the great one six or seven years a£;o, 
which swept clear the packing house 
district 
on the railroad reservation, 


starting from Forsyth's seeding plant

for four or five blocks southward. 
G. B. Noble of the firm attributes the 
origin of the fire to a spark from a pass- 
ing engine.

Thc Lesson of Street Railway Consolidation 


One of the chief drawlracks to municipal ownership of street railways 


Is aptly illustrated In Alarneda coxmty; and likewise this illustration Is a 
xtrong argument in favor of a monopoly. 
One street railway system covers 


Oakland, Alamefla, Berkeley, Frultvale, Piedmont and Emeryville, all sep- 
arate political divisions. 
It is possible to go from one municipality to any 


part of any of the other municipalities for one fare and frequently without 
changing; cars. It is possible to tak«- a car at the foot of Broadway In Oak- 
land, pass clear through the town of Emeryville and up to the University 
grounds in Berkeley without change for one fare. 


This would be Impossible under -rlther municipal or divided ownership. 


Transfers and double fares ^vould be necessary. Municipal ownership in Cyik- 
land, for Instance, would limit the operation of cars to the territory within 
the city boundaries. Hence, we should have a condition that would retard de- 
velopment and a3d to the expense ai:d inconvenience of interurban communi- 
cation. There is no doubt that the consolidation of all the street car lines on 
this side of the bay has "bec-n a potent factor in the-rapid growth of recent 
years. It has, besides, given the people here a better and a cheaper service. 
Of necessity, competition In street railways compels transfers and the pay- 
ment of double fares in many cases. 


Furthermore, it is axiomatic that first-class service depends on profitable 


operation. 
A line that does not pay cannot afford to give the best service, 


and experience has demonstrated thjt several competing lines operating at 
a. loss and giving a poor service can be consolidated under one skillful man- 
agement and be made to pay while giving a better service. 
. 


At one time there were several < ompeting strAt car systems in the ter- 


ritory now covered by the Transit Company. None of them paid, and near- 
ly all of them gave a poor service. It could not be otherwise. It required 
frequent transfers and the payment of two and even three fares to reach 
some sections of the city.

economic loss for which there was n>> and never could be any compensation.

I reason srienre will be more appreci- 
ated fifteen years hence, and ,at that 
time scholars crossing two continents 
and the Atlantic ocean will be repaid 
for making so long a journey. 


"I have noticed that as long as I 
have been lecturing at the University 
of California not one of the faculty of 
science • at Stanford University have 
attended my courses. 
I will modify 
that Btatement by saying, if they were 
there I was not introduced to them, 
and undoubtdly if they were present I 
would have met them. 
"Possibly they live at too great a 


distance to come to Berkeley. In Eu- 
rope m-en go great distances to learn 
and are students of many languages 
so that they can farrtiliarlze themselves 
with the scientific researches of other 
nations. 
My courses fire better

A1UAMEDA. July 7.—In his report for 


the last fiscal year now on file with the 
Board ot Edueatl< a, Superintendent ot 


Schools F. T. Moore gives the expenses 
of conducting the department as $85,- 
211.80 as against $89,817.80 for the pre- 
ceding twelve months. He also asserts 
in the document that there aie 
many 
children of cenbus sge.who are not at- 
tending school and recommends that the 
compulsory education law be strictly en- 
forced. 
Upon this point he says: 
"The 
large number of children who 
are of school age. but who are not at- 
tending school, as shown by the 
last 


census reports, would argue the wisdom 
of taking some steps for the enforcement 
of the r.ew compulsory education law. 
This can be done without the adjunct of 
the parental school as at first supposed. 
As soon as certain statistics can be ob- 
tained from the census roll sent to tho 
County Superintendent, I hope to place 
in each principal's har.ds a list of the 
pupils, names and addresses who should 
be in school but who are 
not. 
The 
cause of non-attiandance in each case 
can then be asceitalned and this will 
form a basis upon which intelligent ac- 
tion may "be taken." 
According to the report 6G5 pupils fail- 


ed of promotion during the last twelve 
months and 10.561 were tardy. The large 
number of students who came late is at- 
tributed by Mr. Mooie to the tact that 
the local schools open at 
8:45 in the 
morning, while the usual opening time In 
other cities is 9 o'clock. It Is probable 
that there will be a change made In this 
respect next term and that 9 o'clock will 
be set for the 
jpenUig of the schools 
Mr. Moore recommends that domestic 
science be taught the girls In the Ala- 
meda High School, that the movement to 
establish a public playground be encour- 
aged and that a kindergarten system be 
Inaugurated la the local department.

WHO KILLED JULIUS 


WOLFF. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 7.—Each day's 


developments In the case of Julius Wolff,

"Track "Watchers' Gang" in Oakland.

,nen described and that he had then lol- 
owed the two men for a short distance, 
nut had stopped to return to his fallen 
comrade. 


Katph Is reported to have said to the 


orother that Wolf* was badly beaten by 
'••is tVi,o assailants and an examination of 
the corpse verifies this statement. 
The 


police have held the theory that "Wolff 
was knocked down by a single blow nnd 
,hat his skull was fractured by striking1 
he floor. An examination of the body 
if the dead man. however, reveals num- 
erous blue marks and contup'ons which 
>Ialnly show that Wolff must have re- 
ielved a terrible beating and that in all 
orobabllity his skull was fractured bv a 
shower ot kicks- and blows after he had 
'alien. 


According to all the evidence in the 
:ase the athletic "track watchers" drove 
off Wolff'P friends Jn the fight, and Wo^ff 
for the space of a full minute, became 
-he inanimate victim of his enemies' 
orutality.

statement, in which he declared he did 
not see Wol^f knocked down.

ro Wolff's brother, however,

^ame to him yesterday and in confidence 
told him that he had seen Julius knocked 
down by the two track watchers, and that 
he had followed them to cause their ar- 
-•est, but let them go in order to return 
to his friend. 
This 
statement 
brings 


forth an eye-witness to the crime and 
mokes it appear a most brutal murder. 
The police of Oakland have been notified 
and are making every effort to locate 
the murderers. 


The fight in which Wolff was killed 


was started between Jack Kyne, a friend 
of Wolff, ard the two "track watchers." 
It started merely as a barroom row and 
had no connection with Lillle Cluff and 
Margie Curran, two laundry girls over 
whom the fight was first supposed to 
have been. 
The two girls had left the 
party before the trouble began, and Wolff 
got into the low -which caused his deatn 
Dimply because he saw his friend Kyne 
assailed.
